Capital expenditures by American 
railroads for the first three months of 
practically $100,000,000 
nrore than for the same period of 1929, 
according to statement of A. E. Clift, 
president of the Central of Georgia.

“The railroads were asked by the 
president of the United States last De- 
cember to help revive general business 


ditures. They promised him their co-

Capital expenditures cover moneys 
spent for new equipment and for ad- 
ditions and ———— to railway 
property. These expenditures for the 
first quarter of 1930 totaled $223,771,- 
000, or $96,653,000 more than ex- 
penditures for these purposes during 
the same ‘period of 1929. For roadway 
and structures $45,225,000 more was 


spent in 1930, while $51,428,000 more, 


was spent for equipment in the first 
quarter, 

Discussing the ability of the rail- 
roads to continue their contribution 
to the general business cycle through 
judicious expenditures, Mr. Clift says: 

“The ability of the railroads to 
finance such expenditures as these, 
as well as to continue programs o 
improvement in future must always 
be determined by the public. If the 
railroads are treated on the basis of 
sound economic principles, if they are 
permitted to earn a fair return on their 
investment, if they are not overtaxed, 
if there is no discrimination against 
them and in favor of competing forms 
of transportation, they can move for- 
ward with greater usefulness to the 
public.” :

Of Georgians Noted 


The state department of health 
Monday issued statistics showing a 4.3 
years’ increase in the life of the aver- 
age Georgian within the past seven 
years, with a resultant addition of 
nearly $3,000,000 in economic wealth. 

White male citizens show the larg- 
est increase, the statistics show, the 
average being increased to 45.6 in 
1930, as compared with 40 years in 
1923. The general average for 1923 
was 38.4 years, while this year the 
average is 42.7. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state com- 
missioner of health, in releasing the 
figures also stated that 39 per cent 
of the state’s estimated population 
was gainfully employed, with an 
average income of $500 yearly. Based 
on census figures, the increase in the 


life span adds 5,425,005 years to the 


lives of the total population. 


White females showed an increase 
of 4.9 years in the seven-year period, 
their 1923 average being 42.2 years, 
while this year it is 47.1. Negro males 
registered an increase from 35.8 years 
in 1923 to 39.5 in 1930, while negro 
females went from 35.3 in. 1923 to 


38.4 in 1930.
